PARIS, June 8 (UPI)—Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle served 
notice today that France is go- | 
ing to make no further commit- | 
ments to the North Atlantic | 
Treaty Organization unless and | 
until the United States and Brit- | 
ain share their atomic secrets | 
with this country. i 

De Gaulle’s new flare-up with 
his Allies became public when | 
news leaked out that NATO, 
fighter-bombers are being moved | 
out of France. ! 

The reason: France won't al- 
low atomic weapons on its soil 
unless it can share the secret of 
them. Neither the United States 
nor Britain has been willing to 
share this control. So the planes 
must fly to Britain or West Ger- 
many to be armed. 


No Accord Reached. | 

In reply to questions about 
this, the French Foreign Min- | 
istry said today it is indeed true 
that no agreements have been 
reached about control of atomic 
installations On French terri- 
tory. 

The Foreign Ministry ended 
its published answer by saying: 
“The French Government con- 
siders them essential, but it is 
not a question of taking on any 
new commitments with NATO.” 

(In Washington, United States 
officials said that De Gaulle’s 
demand for sharing custody of 
nuclear weapons poses a 
“touchy, difficult problem.” 
They said, however, that they 
needed more information on 
exactly what De Gaulle has in 
mind before they can determine | 
how serious a threat it poses to 
the NATO alliance.) | 

The Foreign Office statement 
followed two audiences De 
Gaulle gave this morning. The 
first was to French Foreign 
Minister Maurice Couve de Mur- 
ville and the second was to 
United States Adm. Jerauld 
Wright, NATO’s supreme com- 
mander in the Atlantic. 

Couve de Murville returned to 
the Big Four foreign ministers’ 
conference in Geneva after his 
talk with De Gaulle. 

Meets De Gaulle. 

Wright’s meeting with the 
French President came shortly 
after word leaked that Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, NATO’s  su- 
preme commander in Europe, 
was withdrawing his nine squad- 
rons of F-100 fighter-bombers 
from France. The 200-odd planes 
will be shifted to other West 
European airfields, most prob- 
ably in Germany.

MISSILE OVER ATLANTIC 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
June 8 (UPI)—A high-flying B-47 
_jet bomber fired another test 
version of the Air Force’s air- 
launched ballistic missile over 
the Atlantic today.

Planning for the Future to 


M* men have two main objectives in disposing of 
their estates. First to provide as adequately as 
possible for their wives, for the education and support 
of minor children and ultimately to distribute the estate 
to children or grandchildren; and second to do so at 
minimum tax cost. 

In estates exceeding $60,000, use of the marital de- 
duction usually will reduce taxes. It is an option given 
to married people under which they may leave their 
estates so that only half the estate is taxed at the death 
of the first spouse and the balance upon the death of 
the survivor. In using the marital deduction care must 
be taken so that the entire estate will not be taxed at 
the subsequent death of the survivor. If a husband puts 
his estate in joint names or leaves his estate outright to 
his wife the entire estate will be taxed at the subsequent 
death of his wife.* This can be avoided if he leaves his 
estate in two separate trusts—one to qualify for the mari- 
tal deduction and the other to consist of the residue of 
his estate and not qualify. A trust will qualify for the 
marital deduction if all the income is paid to his wife 
for life and she can dispose of the principal by the terms 
of her will. The income from both trusts may be paid to 
his wife for life but she must not be given the right to 
dispose of the principal of the residyary trust by the 
terms of her will. 

Since the first $60,000 in an estate is exempt from the 
Federal estate tax, use of a marital and a residuary trust 
is particularly advantageous when one spouse has a 
substantial estate and the other no estate or a small one. 


*This assumes that she survives her husband by ten years or longer; 
otherwise the second tax will be less. 


Make the Most of What You Have 


If both husband and wife have substantial estates the 
marital deduction may not reduce the total tax bill but it 
will defer most of the tax until the subsequent death of 
the survivor. If the wife survives her husband by a sub- 
stantial period of years deferring most of the tax until 
her death will give her a larger income for her during 
her life.

Missourians had ample evidence during 
the recent session that their Legislature is 


controlled largely by rural interests. This | 


emphasis on minority rule, based on unequal 
representation, carries over to Congress. 

In the Missouri Legislature, rural counties 
demanding a share of state road funds joined 
with the oil lobby in blocking a gasoline tax 
rise for state. highways. Such obstacles to 
the general welfare can arise because every 
county is entitled to at least one seat in the 
State House. The 79 least populous counties 
with 24 per cent of the people hold a majori- 
ty. St. Louis and the five large urban coun- 
ties have only 31 per cent of the House seats 
though they contain more than half of Mis- 
souri’s population. 

This is an old story in Missouri. Unfortu- 
nately, it is an old story everywhere. As 
Americans move increasingly from country to 
city, unrepresentative government grows 
apace. 

The excessive rural voice is heard as well 
in Congress as in state legislatures, particu- 
larly with regard to costly farm programs. 
And the so-called. “rotten boroughs” of the 
South have -produced many of the Southern 
conservatives who, by seniority, dominate im- 
portant House committees. 

For example, Speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas represents about half as many citizens 
as does Congressman Frank M. Karsten of St. 
Louis. Mr. Rayburn’s constituents also have 
two and a half times the voice in national 
affairs given voters in Dallas in his own state.

Political scientists hold that districts should 
not vary more than 15 per cént from the fig- 
ure pgoduced by dividing a state’s popula- 
tion by its alloted House seats. On that basis 
George B. Merry of The Christian Science 


_Monitor reports that 36 per cent of the 436 


congressional districts have too much or too 
little population. 

While these representational deficiencies 
are almost equally divided between over and 
under-representation, urban districts generally 
are short-changed. Only nine urban districts 
are over-represented while 52, or 27 per cent, 
are under-represented.. The least populous 
219 congressional districts elect a majority 
of the House members. 

Missouri is one of only 19 states which have 
redistricted since the 1950 census—mostly 
because they had to when their congressional 
delegations were reduced or increased. Some 
states have not redistricted for decades. While 
the Federal Constitution provides for allot- 
ment of House seats to each state, it does not 
determine apportionment within a state’s bor- 
ders. Hence California, with 30 seats. has 16 
which are over or under-represented. And 
Georgia’s Atlanta district contains two and a 
half times as many voters as its least popu- 
lous district.

A century and a half ago James Madison 
warned that “the inequality in the representa- 
tion of the legislatures of particular states 
would produce a like inequality in the national 
legislature.” His warning has come. true, 
and there is little likelihood that unrepresen- 
tative state legislatures will do much about it. 

In 1961 President Truman asked Congress 
for national legislation setting standards for 
congressional districting. Congressman Cel- 
lar has offered several bills on the subject. 
His latest would require the states to keep 
congressional districts within 20 per cent of 
the ideal size. 

Congress is clearly reluctant to consider 
even so modest a check on state districting 
powers, but congressional representation is a 
national matter and the solution ought to 
come from Congress. One citizen’s vote should 
count as much as another’s, regardless of 
whether the district is in St. Louis or Bon-

Big Job Downgraded 


Fundamental mistrust of the administra- 
tion of foreign aid is reflected in the report 
of the House Foreign Affairs Committee rec- 
ommending appointment of an inspector gen- 
eral to guard against alleged graft, waste and 
inefficiency, The overseer would be inde- 
pendent of the International Co-operation Ad- 
ministration, which now runs foreign aid.’ He 
would report directly to an Under Secretary 
of State. 

Such a plan never would have been broached 
if recent directors of the program had been 
of a caliber’ commensurate with the impor- 
tance of their jobs. Despite President Eisen- 
hower’s firm support of the foreign aid con- 
cept, the agency administering the program 
has been steadily downgraded. Not since 
Paul G. Hoffman stepped out as first head 
of the Economic Co-operation Administration 
nearly nine years ago has a forceful, dedi- 
cated and effective executive been in charge. 

Mr. Eisenhower’s first appointee, Harold 
E. Stassen, was overly interested in his own 
advancement. The next, John B. Hollister, 
had no sympathy with the program. James 
Hopkins Smith Jr: could not sidetrack con- 
gressional criticism. The present director, 
James W. Riddleberger, is an able career 
foreign service officer assigned to the job 
after the Republican National Chairman ve- 
toed selection of a man who once registered 
as a Democrat. 

Mr. Eisenhower said he did not blame Smith 
for quitting in view of the hostile atmosphere 
in Congress. It may be too late for this Ad- 
ministration to revitalize the management of 
foreign aid, but the program will never be 
fully successful until the agency is given both 
a higher rating in Washington anda qualified 
and ehthusiastic director.

Halleck’s Lament 


House Minority Leader Halleck of Indiana 
is on the wrong track when he says Republi- 
cans “are falling down on the job of getting 
our story across to the people.” He joins 
President. Eisenhower in expressing “won- 
derment” over opinion polls that show some 
60 per cent of the people think Democrats 
are better able to govern than Republicans. 

Halleck’s error is in his conception that the 
G.O.P. has failed in a selling job, rather than 
in putting over a program that merits popular 
support. It is the same mistake committed 
by Meade Alcorn and the other party leaders 
who wanted to alter the party’s “image” in 
the eyes of the voters. It violates a funda- 
mental law of good public relations, which is 
that if the institution to be publicized can be 


‘persuaded to act in the public interest it will 


not be necessary to proclaim it. 


Pointing to the Republican record, Halleck 
said: “It is a fact that we have not been en- 
gaged in a shooting war since the Republican 
Administration came into power. The cost 
of living is relatively stable, and solid prog- 
ress is being made toward reducing unem- 
ployment and increasing employment.” 

It may be a dream, but perhaps the Ameri- 
can people want more substantial progress 
toward peace, a much lower cost of living 
and many more opportunities for employment. 
Vigor and imagination applied to these ob- 
jectives might work better than trying to 
dress up outdated merchandise. 


For Care, Not Buildings 


The St. Louis Chronic Hospital has come 
under the fire of another grand jury. It is 
so crowded and conditions are so deplor- 
able, the jury reported, that the city should 
build the new chronic hospital for which 
$4,000,000 of the 1955 bond issue was ear- 
marked. Mayor Tucker and Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
head of the Health Department, disagree. 
‘The disagreement really centers around the 
1957 recommendation of the American Public 
Health Association that units for seriously 
sick chronic patients be established in the 
two city hospitals, instead of putting up a 
new building. Since this is the opinion of 
experts, it commands respect. It is poor logic 
to recommend a new hospital simply because 
money for it has been authorized. 


There now are 1400 patients in the old hos- 
pital on Arsenal street which was built to 
accommodate 1000 at most. But Dr. Smith re- 
ports that between 840 and 940 beds are 
available in the two city hospitals and in Koch 
hospital. Those are more than enough to 
end the crowding. But it is discouraging to 
hear Dr. Smith say that the availability of 
beds for chronic patients is being evaluated 
only now, théugh some wards have been made 
available at Koch. Surely those responsible 
should have been as quick to take advantage 
of available facilities as they were to adopt 
the recommendation against a new building. 

After all, the APHA report also recom- 
mended that “the obsolescent and non-accept 
able beds” of the 100-year-old Arsenal street 
hospital be abandoned. The rest of the build- 
ing should be properly maintained in a safe 
and sanitary condition at all times. 

The experts also condemned the refusal of 
the State of Missouri to accept its responsibili- 
ties. The St. Louis mental hospital is by far 
the most crowded local institution, so the 
city is compelled to accept many patients who 
should be under state care. Again, as recom- 
mended by the APHA, there should be more 
central planning and greater co-operation be- 
tween city, state and private institutions. The 
situation will not be remedied by more empt 
beds, even new beds in a new hospital.

by Ba Doctors Can Help 
rly Detection, Say 
Eye Specialists. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., June 8 
(UPI)—Glaucoma, a progressive 
eyé disease that ends up by 
making its victims blind, still | 
cannot be cured but it can be 
arrested indefinitely, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association was 
told today. 


The news was particularly 
good for the aging because glau- 
coma is in the main a disease 
of the “aging eye.” 

Eye specialists — the ophthal- 
mologists—are campaigning to 
make everyone glaucoma-con- 
scious. “Maybe we're going to 
scare hell out of people, but 
we'll prevent a lot of them from 
going blind,”’ a renowned oph- 
thalmologist said. 

Chance Often Mutfed. 


. They emphasized their view at 
the biggest and most representa- 
tive of national medical meet- 
ings, on the ground that family 
doctors have the first shot at 
glaucoma-detection and too often 
they muff the chance. It is too 
easy to say the very first signs 
of glaucoma are only the natural 
changes which appear in almost 
all eyes with age. 

The thousands of family doc- 
tors at the convention were 
asked to suspect the beginning 
of glaucoma almost at the drop 
of a hat if the person was 40 
years old or older. Such things 
as the eyes not feeling ‘‘rested”’ 
or “comfortable,”” of the fine 
print becoming unclear to the 
eyes, or persistent waterinegs 
of the eyes, should all be sus- 
pect. Ophthalmologists with 
their instruments and techniques 
can then confirm or knock down 
the suspicion. 


Living now are 325,000 Ameri- 
cans blinded by glaucoma, and 
150,000 more have been blinded 
in one eye by the disease, it was 
estimated. One out of every 
eight blind persons is blind, be- 
cause of it. The rate is five 
times that of a common cancer 
of women and 20 times the tu- 
berculosis rate. 


Onset Not ‘Dramatic’. 


What makes glaucoma so 
evil is that its onset is not “dra- 
matic’”’ but so commonplace it 
scarcely is noticed, complained 
ophthalmologists, and so too 
little is done about it. In people 
between 35 and’ 44, the rate is 
12 in every 1000. In the 45 to 
54 group, the rate doubles to 
22 in every 1000 and in the next 
age bracket, 55 to 64, it is up 
to 36 per 1000. 

To prevent glaucoma victims 
from ending up sightless, two 
things are required: the disease 
must be detected early and it 
must be treated regularly. This

MISSES A THIRD, 
TAKES OWN LIFE 


MACON, Mo., June 8 (AP)— 
Faking a search for a cow, a 
farmer lured three neighbors in- 
to a wooded area and killed 
two of them yesterday. Then he 
took his own life. 

The third neighbor ran away 
as a bullet passed his head. 
| Sheriff Claude Bloomberg said 
bey killer was Mike Kordash, 
70 years old, who had been des- 
| Pondent and nervous since the 
death of his wife two weeks ago. 
| Kordash had stayed with various 
neighbors at night, saying he 
was afraid to stay at home 
alone. 


| Claude Inman, 68, and Charles 
|Hermis, 55, were killed in a 
_woodlot about eight miles south- 
east of Macon. 

_ Sheriff Bloomberg told this 
story of the incident: 

| Kordash stayed Saturday night 
at the Denver Orbin home and 
| left there at 5:30 a.m. Sunday, 
refusing breakfast. 

| He went to Inman’s home and 
asked for help in finding a cow 
‘which he said was lost in the 
woods. 


| Inman and his brother-in-law, 
_Forrest Vansickle, 70, went to 
'the area with Kordash. There 
_Kordash pulled out a 32-caliber 
revolver,/ aimed at Vansickle 
and pulled the trigger. 


The weapon did not fire. The 
two men started running while 
Kordash fumbled with the gun. 

“He shot at me first—I heard 
the bullet whiz past my ear,” 
Vansickle said. ‘“Then there was 
another shot and I heard Inman 
scream. There were three more 
_ shots.” 
| Kordash immediately went to 
the Hermis farm and asked for 
help in finding the cow. Hermis 
went with him and was shot 
near where Inman lay dead. 

Kordash then shot himself in 
the head. 


| The homes of Inman, Hermis 
-and Kordash are within half a 
mile of each other. Kordash had 
lived there 12 years, the others 
all their lives. |

Freud Unknown 
In His Own Home

WHILE HERE IN VIENNA I decided to pay a visit to the 


home of Sigmund Freud who, I assumed, would be as famous 
in his home town as he is elsewhere in the world: To my 
surprise I found this was not so. The porter in the Hotel 
Imperial told me he had heard Freud had lived in Vienna but 
had no idea where. A call to the porter of the Bristol Hotel 
revealed that a tourist had told him Freud lived in the 
Ninth District on Bergasse, Armed with this information and 


In front of a large five-story apartment building at 19 
Bergasse I found the plaque I was seeking. Placed high above 
eye level and etched in pink marble was the legend in Ger- 
man: “In this house lived and worked Prof. Sigmund Freud 
from the year 1891 to 1938. He. was the founder and father of 
psychoanalysis. This plaque is donated by the World Feder- 
ation for Mental Health in 1953.” 

Many feet below the plaque were two small commercial 
signs one for a designer and the other for a manufacturer of 
women’s sweaters. I entered the building and asked the porter 
—an unlovely lady in working clothes—if she knew which 
apartment had been Sigmund Freud’s. 


“When did he live here?” she asked. 
Some 


time ago, I said. 
“T’'ve been here only eight months,” said the 
porter. “I do not yet know the names of all the 
tenants.” 


“Sometimes,” said the porter. “What was he 
famous for? What did he do?” 


It’s on the plaque out front, I said, and asked the porter 
if any of the tenants in the building were old-timers. She 
said I could talk with a lady in Apartment 13. 

En route up the stairs I met a woman going out of 
Apartment 5. The name plate said “Dress Designer.” I asked 
if she knew which apartmént had been Sigmund Freud's. 

“I’ve heard a man by that name lived here,” she 
answered, “but what he was doing here I don’t know but 
then after the war many new people came into this building. 
I don’t know their names. Perhaps the woman on the third 
floor knows.” 

I continued up the stairs pausing to ask a school boy 
with books over ‘his shoulder if he knew which apartment 
had been Sigmund Freud’s, “‘No,” he said. 


At the third-floor apartment, No. 18, I found the 
name Ochsner emblazoned in worn brass. The servant 
said Frau Ochsner was not in but she was indeed 
the tenant who lived longest in the building. I asked 
the girl if she knew which apartment had been Freud’s. 
“Oh yes,” she said, “it was No. 5 now occupied by a 
dress designer.” That was the lady who told me she 
only knew he once lived in the building. 


I trekked downstairs again and knocked on No. 5. An 
elderly lady answered the door. When I told her I'd like very 
much to see a room or two of the apartment because it had 
once been occupied by Sigmund Freud she asked, “Who was 
he?” I told her. “Don’t know him,” said the lady, shutting 
the door politely but firmly in my face. 

My quest was over. I went out of the building, got back 
into the car, telling the driver wearily that I had found 
Freud’s house but no one there seemed to remember him. 
The driver capped the day for me. “I know the name,” he 
said, “but I can’t place it. Was he an actor?”

Lite and Death 


I’M GOING to approach today’s topic with a great deal 
of humility, because it raises some questions that are beyond 
mortal authority, yet I suspect that the question itself is one 
which has been at least half-formed in the minds of many. 
— en . Let’s plunge in, starting 
with the letter: 

‘“‘Dear Dr. Molner: Do 
you think all those who 
commit suicide are more 
or less mentally ill? Many 
think so, yet by the same 
token those who are men- 
tally sound should be 
: | afraid of death, which is 
ais : not true. I’ve met normal 
8 m= people who had no fear of 
death, not a bit.—I.D.” 

- 4 The logic of “I.D.” is 

not quite foolproof. It’S 
DR. MOLNER the idea that if only the 
mentally ill commit suicide, every normal person must neces- 
sarily fear death. 

That just isn’t the case. 

Does an unborn child “fear to be born?” Considering the 
problems that await some babies, in some parts of the world, 
they should. But being born is human and normal. So, at the 
proper time, is dying. 
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To the average child, it is normal to grow up. 
Such a normal child is afraid of “death.” Yet the 
child who happens to be afflicted with some fatal 
illness will meet death, when the time comes, with all 
the dignity of a graybeard who has seen 80 years of 
life. 


There is a time for all things, and if the time has come 
for death, there should be no fear connected with it. 

So, keeping that in mind, let us answer, if we can the 
question about the mentally ill person. What do we mean by 
‘mentally ill?’? The closest I can come to a definition is to 
say that the mentally ill person is one who, for whatever 
reason, is not adequately adjusted to life. Some authorities like 
the term ‘“‘desocialized,’’ because the person does not, at the 
moment, fit in with the ordinary pattern of society. 

Whether all people who take their own lives are ‘‘men- 
tally ill” or ‘‘desocialized” is something I cannot answer. 
Perhaps, at the moment of doing it, everyone must be. But 
I don’t know, I’m just a mortal. 


Some observers believe such a person has a 
fantasy of being rescued. Hence the attempt may 
be tried with that thought in mind. If the means is 
severe and the rescuer fails to appear, the results 
are obvious. The rescuers may be relatives, doctors, 
spouses or others to whom attention is being focussed. 


It is certain, however, that some mentally ill individuals 
must be watched closely for fear they will destroy themselves. 
They have acquired a lopsided outlook on life, and they 
reach for a lopsided solution—that of self-destruction. 

It does not follow that all deranged people “do not fear 
death,” nor that all normal people do. For the normal person, 
death, like birth or anything else, comes naturally at the 
proper time. 

For mentally ill persons, self destruction does not mean 
that they do not “fear death.” It may mean that in their 
emotional derangement they cannot understand or cope with 
society.

Former Ambassador Writing 
Her Memoirs After Engaging 


In Controversy With Morse

NEW YORK, June 8. 


WITH SUCCESS as editor, playwright and author behind her, 
Clare Boothe Luce in 1941 became a war correspondent. She 
accompanied her husband on a trip to China. Then’she visited 
the Philippines alone and returned home with stories and pictures 
of Gen. MacArthur that earned her the respect of other corre 


spondents. 


Early in 1942 she left again on a four-month trip to cover 
events in Africa, India, Burma and China. At Maymo she lay 
in the bottom of a slit trench while Japanese planes rained 
bombs on Gen. Stilwell’s last-ditch headquarters in the Irrawaddy 


valley. 


In all, she traveled more than 75,000 miles as a correspondent 
for Time, Life and Fortune, caught what was said to be the last 
plane out of Lashio, and flew the Hump to Kunming where she 
took color photographs of Chennault’s Flying Tigers.

By now Mrs. Luce was a con- 
troversial figure of the first or- 
der. Her biting, searing wit was 
at its best when she was tearing 
into the Democrats on such is- 
sues as the Yalta and Teheran 
agreements or issuing one of 
her persistent warnings against 
Russia’s postwar aims. 

On Jan. 30, 1946, Mrs. Luce 
announced that she would not 
run again for Congress, “for 
good and sufficient reasons.” 
The next month she was re- 
ceived into the Roman Catholic 
Church. Then she was offered 
the nomination to the United 
States Senate by the Republican 
party but refused it and shortly 
thereafter retired from political 
life in order to take what she 
called “a spiritual sabbatical.” 

She embraced Catholicism 
with an enthusiasm that brought 
more controversy. She wrote a 
series of articles on her conver- 
sion for a national magazine. In 
1948 Republican leaders in Con- 
necticut once again offered her 
the senatorial nomination, which 
she again refused. She spent 
most of her time in 1948 and 
1949 writing and lecturing on 
religious and social questions.

Many thought that the publicity 
attendant on her conversion was 
in poor taste and that her pro- 
testations of faith in magazine 
articles and interviews was just 
one more way of dramatizing 
herself. 


One apocryphal story that is 
told about Mrs. Luce concerns 
an audience with Pope Pius XII, 
supposedly just after her conver- 
sion.~ Mrs. Luce is said to have 
discussed Catholicism with such 
fervor and at such length that 
the Pope was finally meved to 
mild protest. 

“My dear signora,” he said, 
“I have to remind you that I 
am already a Catholic.” 

In 1949 Mrs. Luce’s original 
film story “‘Come to the Stable” 
was nominated for the Academy 
Award. It was the story of two 
Benedictine nuns from France 
who had come to America to 
found an Abbey. The leading 
roles were played by Loretta 
Young and Celeste Holm. 

In 1950 Mrs. Luce began beat- 
ing the drum for Gen. Eisen- 
hower for President. She came 
out of political retirement to 
work for his nomination and at 
the Republican convention in 
Chicago in 1952 worked 20 hours 
a day to promote Eisenhower’s 
cause with every delegate she 
could collar, After he was nomi- 
nated she spent seven weeks 
making more than 100 speeches 
all over the country for him. 
When election night came, she 
was at the Commodore Hotel in 
New York with the Eisenhower 
party to hear the news of his 
victory. 

With the death of Senator 
Brian McMahon of Connecticut, 
Mrs. Luce decided to seek the 
Senatorial nomination she had 
twice refused. This time she 
failed to get it. But she soon got 
something better. On Feb. 7, 
1953 she was appointed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to. be United 
States Ambassador to Italy. 
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In the history of American di- 
plomacy no woman ever held so 
important and so responsible a 
post as Clare Boothe Luce held 
as Ambassador to Italy. And no 
woman was ever the center of 
such a storm of controversy, a 
controversy that lasted until 
Mrs. Luce resigned her post 
Jan. 5, 1957, after suffering from 
paint poisoning. 

Against the charge that she 
meddled in Italian politics and 
that she continually “overacted, 
overtalked, and oversmiled,” is 
the credit given her for her 
contribution to the successful 
settlement of the troublesome 
Trieste problem between Italy 
and Yugoslavia and the handling 
of other tovgh isspes. 


In July 1956 Time magazine 
announced that Ambassador 
Luce had been poisoned. The 
story broke in the best Time 
style. The scene of the poison- 
ing was described as “one of 
Borgian splendor: her spaci- 
ous high ceilinged bedroom in 
the Seventeenth Century Villa 
residence of 
United States Ambassadors to 
Rome.” The story went on to 
describe how the “beams of 
the room, decorated with clus- 
-er upon cluster of roses and 
rosettes” had been brushed 
with many coats of heavy 
paint to make them stand out 
richly against their back- 
ground, By the summer of 
1954 the story said, Mrs. Luce 
was ing to lose her 
blond hair by the brushful. 
Her teeth were getting loose 
and her fingernails were 
breaking off. Time reported 
that arsenic in the paint falling 
off the ceiling had been the 
cause of all this and that Mrs. 
Luce had returned to the Unit- 
ed States for arsenic-induced 
infection.

Lesson for Parents 


NEW YORK, June 8. 

I SPENT AN INTERESTING DAY in New Jersey last 
week, visiting an institution called Allaire. Situated in Mon- 
mouth county, it is a state institution which was made 
possible by funds donated by the Brisbane family. It is. for 
children of average intelligence who have been emotionally 
disturbed, but who are brought there with the consent and 
co-operation of their parents. 

Visiting such institutions and talking with psychiatrists 
broadens one’s understanding of children and the causes 
which bring about these emotional disturbances which often 
take so long to remedy. Among other things, the doctor in 
charge of Allaire, Dr. George Lussier, read to us at lunch 
a letter from a boy whose troubles had finally led him into 
prison, When he got out, the boy wanted to go as far away 
as possible and try to start a new life. He wrote a letter to 
his parents in the hope that what he told them might help 
other parents to do better with their children, 


In his letter, the boy recognized that his parents 
had done a great deal for him—that they had given 
him toys, that.they had given him education. But, he 
told them, the toys at the end of a week no longer 
held any interest; what he really wanted of his 
parents was for them to have time to listen to him. 
They were so busy earning money or making plans 
for him that they never had time to listen to him, te 
get to know him, or allow him to get to know them. 


It was a very revealing letter and one that I think carries 
a useful lesson to great many parents. A child may be denied 
many physical things, but he may still be rich in love and 
understanding. On the other hand, he may have many of the 
things people covet in this world, yet be poor and deprived 
emotionally. That is one of the reasons we find emotionally 
disturbed children in families where this world’s goods are 
abundant, as well as among the very poor.
